The style of debate to be used in

Council Meeting 
Prepares Change 
In Constitution 



.M a meeting devoted entirely to 
the revision of the McGill Stu- 
dents' . Society's constitution, the 
Students' Executive Council last 
night dealt with further points of 
revision which arc (o be forwarded 
to the joint Senate-Council com- 
mittee on- the constitution which 
will draw up final plans for pre- 
Ecnlation to the Students' Society 
for approval. 

A previous special six-hour meet- 
ing had been held last Saturday 
afternoon, at which the primary 
points of revision weer dealt with. 
Council members have felt for a 
considerable time, it was learnt, 
■that the Students' Society's consli- 
.tution, drawn up at a time when 
there were some 1,800 students at 
McGill can never hope to prove 
efficienl for present conditions, 
when registration figures show an 
increase of more than 3,300 over the 
previous, total. 

Faculty rcpre.<ienlation wai dealt 
with in detail at last night's meet- 
ing of the Council and proposals 
were heard for an extension of the 
franchise to several Faculties which 
hitherto had not had an indepen- 
dent representative. The general 
consensu.'; of opinion si the meet- 
ing, Ti^c Daily learnt, was. that such 
a itep should be taken al the earli- 
est pof-nlble lime. It was pointed 
out, that .such revisions would of 
course not be in time to affect the 
election of Council membor.-; which 
is taking place tomorrow, but would 
be in effect by the end of the pre- 
sent seMion, if both Senate and 
Students' Society found them to 
be satisfactory.

The facts arc on page one. We hope that all 
student; have read the story. Wc arc of coiiric 
referring to tlic atcounl of the piil)licatioii of 
••tn extra edition of the University of Sasknt- 
uhcwanV. "Shral", wliifli wa; dcvuteii to u 
prolcit of the passage by tlic House of Com- 
mons in Ottawa of Bill 15 regarding the de- 
portation from Canada of Canadian nationals of 
Japanese origin. 

It would: be idle to speculate what prompted 
the editors of The Sheaf to publish such an 
ii-siic. 'I hcrc ^ccnls little doubt but that such a 
course was only followed after considerable 
thought had been given to the question of the 
legality and justice of such an action. Clearly 
Saskatchewan students have reached the con- 
clusion that thtC action contemplated by the 
Dominion .Government would be entirely un- 
just and that furthermore it would be against 
all the principles of democracy and human 
decency. 

Here at McGill the matter came -up for dis- 
cussion some weeks ago, and at that time we 
advocated, along with the Students' Executive 
Council, that no action should be taken by the 
students of the University until all the facts of 
the case had been ascertained. 'I'liere could lic, 
we believed, some, good reason otlier liian pure 
racial discrimination, which might be at the 
bottom of the Dominion Government's plans. 
The students agreed with our point of view at 
that lime, and no Students' Society meeting wni 
called; then the matter was left to the Council. 
That body then wrote to mcinbcrs of the Gov- 
ernment and leaders of the various political 
parties at Ottawa, asking for some further in- 
formation on the subject. 

Weeks went by, and there was no further 
move. Then letters befr.in to trickle in to the 
Council from Ottawa. .\11 of thcni so far as wc 
know, sidestepped- the issue completely. One 
government department referred to another, 
•which in turn never even bothered to answer. 
Opposition leaders' secretaries claimed that 
they simply did not know "what was really go- 
ing on." 

With matters in such a stale, the Council 
moved on to appoint a committee of two to in- 
vestigate the Japanese-Canadian deportation 
question further, with definite instructions to 

report to the Council at its nc.\t meeting, Wed- 
ncsdav, December ]'_'. That is all wi; have done 
at McGill. 

If the students of Saskatchewan went ahead 
and took an action which could only be tiic re- 
sult of a campus earth-quake at McGill, if they 
showed the progressive and fair attittide which 
is supposed to be the inherent spirit of Univer- 
sity students, if we are left "holding the bag" 
with no further action than a feeble letter of 
enquiry to our credit, we, the students of this 
University, along with this paper's past editor- 
ial policy can only blame ourselves and hang 
our heads in shame. We advocated caution, and 
many students agreed with us. Wc thought that 
this was the right way to go about this pro- 
•blem. But wc were wrong, and have no com- 
punctions about admitting it. While we sat back 
and did nothing. Bill 15 quietly went through 
two readings in the House of Commons, and 
with a few exceptions press and ratlio hushed 
up the whole affair so much, that now we arc 
faced with these bitter facts: if the Bill is 
■ passed in a third reading, receives the assent of 
the Senate and the Governor-General, it be- 
comes law. It becomes law without a single 
utterance of protest from the students of Mc- 
Gill.

A boooming cheerful "Entrez", 
answered my knock at the door 
of a room in the Mount Royal 
Hotel. I was greeted by a rather 
short, stocky, man whose face seem- 
ed to express the alertness and in- 
telligence that arc essential factors 
in the make up of a great scientist. 

Prof. Robert Courrier is a noted 
endocrinologist who has Just arriv- 
ed from Paris to give a scries of 
lectures ir; French, here at McGill. 
These will discuss how artificial 
radio activity may be applied In 
medicine. 

He is well fitted for this task. 
Born In Lorraine near Nancy, Prof. 
Courrier commenced his study of 
medicine at the Lycco dc Nancy 
In Lorraine. After the first world 
war, in which he played an active 
role, he went to Strassbourg in 
Alsace, where he completed his 
medical studies. 1926 found him 
across the Mediterranean at Algiers 
in which place he was professor 
of histology. Prof. Courrier occu- 
pied this position for the next 
twelve- years. He did a great deal 
of research work In endocrinology, 
interesting himself especially in 
the study of sex hormones. 

Prof. Courrier returned to 
France in 1038 to assume the post 
of professor in the College dc 
France. "Conditions wore very dif- 
ficult during the war", he com- 
mented, "The Germans bothered 
us considerably and it was hard to 
obtain the needed chemicals. Wc 
could not even use rabbits for cx 
perimental purposes. The shortage 
of food in Paris was so acute that 
people were forced to eat .them

But despite the conditions, a great 
deal of practical research was car 
rled on. It was here that Prof. Jo- 
Uet-Curric discovered artificial 
radio activity, for which he receiv- 
ed the Nobel prize. 

Proi. Courrier went on. to de- 
scribe the College de France In 
Paris. "It is an institute "extra- 
ordinaire", ho stated. The college, 
which is thL- only existing one of 
Its kind in the world, gives an 
amazingly liberal education. Here 
the students receive no degrees, 
they do not enroll in courses, but 
come and go as they please. Some 
of the lectures arc given to as few 
us three or four people, while in 
others, Ihc attendance reaches a 
thousand. Anyone' from anywhere 
can go to the College de France; 
the only stipulation for entrance 
is interest. 

The professors arc chosen by an 
equally Bohemian method. No 
itring of degrees Is necessary; a 
man is elected to the staff merely 
if his work merits it. At present 
there arc forty professors, thirty In 
the field of arts, and the remaining 
ten in science. "The keynote of the 
work at the college is freedom," 
said Prof. Courrier. "There we 
have cotnplcto liberty." 

From ' Montreal Prof, Courrier 
plans to go to Quebec City, and 
thence to tho United States where 
he will visit several leading uni- 
versities, among them Harvard 
Yale and Columbia. 

When asked what his impress- 
ions were of Montreal, Prof. Cour- 
ricd replied. "I am happy to be 
here; Ihc taxi drivers, the hotel 
clc 1 k t - e\' cry one ,speakil',^Fni néh."

The author of this column is probably the worst skier ever to plow 
down a hill on his nose, but nevertheless he is still interested in this 
sport of the young and that is why wc pricked up our cars when an 
old gentleman friend of ours began reminiscing about the days when 
he and his friends skiled for the first time in Canadian history. 

Insofar as our friend can be certain, skiing became popular as a 
sport in Canada around Ottawa in the winter of 1877-'78 when one of 
the Aides of the Governor General who had recently returned from 
duty In Norway began skiing on whatever hills there may be around 
our capital city. But, to his knowledge, skiing really commenced three 
or four years earlier In Gaspc, and it began in this way. 

In the Fall of 1873 a Norwegian lumber ship sailed into Gaspc har- 
bour to take on a load of lumber for Norway. Unfortunately for the 
captain and crew of this ship, they took too long to load up and they 
were frozen In. There was nothing that could be done about it, and 
since the harbour was well-protected from the Atlantic's wintry blasts, 
they were quite content to settle down in Gaspc for the winter,— to 
them 11 seemed quite a holiday. 

While waiting out the winter the Norwegian sailors used to watch 
the young boys of the neighbourhood running around on their snow- 
shoes through the woods. They were immediately reminded of their 
own boyhood pursuits and offered to teach the youngsters how to ski. 
The kids, among them my old friend, were glad to pick up anything, 
and soon learned how to ski and to make their own skis. We then 
asked our friend how this ski-manufacturing was done. 

"Quite easy," he replied, "you simply get, some narrow strips of ash 
and steam the ends, and when they are quite soft and pliable, you turn 
the ends up and then let the wood cooli They arc left for three or four 
days to gel quite set, and then you have a pair of skis." 

This was quite amazing to us, and since then we have been keeping 
an eye open for any likely-looking ash trees. 

SNOW-SHOE HARNESS 

The harness they used was quite simple. Since they were quite 
experienced snow-shocrs, they just transferred their harnesses from 
their snowshoes, put them on the home-made skis, slipped their moc- 
casins into the harness and they were off. The lads had a great time 
skiing about for a while, and surprisingly enough, their skis rarely 
broke. But they soon lost the novelty of these long strips of ashwood 
and realized that they were no good for travel through the woods be- 
cause they were awkward, so they reverted to their snowshoes. Skiing 
in Canada was then rather neglected until the aforementioned Aide de 
Camp of the Governor General came out from Norway. 

CANOE CONSTRUCTION 

These enterprising people of Gaspc were quite versatile when it 
came to making their own equipment, for they also made their own 
canoes. "Quite easy," said my friend. To build a canoe he claimed 
that all that is necessary arc some lengthy strips of oak which are 
steamed to shape and fitted over one another in the same way as is 
seen in a dinghy. These are .strengthened by ribs of ash and held by 
little brass rivets. They are very strong and excellent for carrying a 
load of fur pelts on a long trip. If any of you are intending to go on 
a long trip through the fur-bcaring country, wc heartily recommend 
one of these canoes, they can bounce unharmed off the hardest of rocks. 
Unfortunately they arc rather heavy for moonlit' nights^j^^^ol.

As a member of the Executive of 
the S.E.C. I will (a) propose that 
the E.U.S. take the lead in scttlng- 
up such Student-Staff committees 
in the Engineering faculty; ^-Jb) 
work with the Ctirriculum Commit- 
tee on the E.U.S. to speed up the 
issuing of Mimeographed Notes, ad- 
dition of more modern books to the 
library, the use ot movies in lec- 
tures, etc. 

2) Employment of Engineers. 

Everyone of us is deeply concern- 
ed about work during the coming 
summer. As Engineering students, 
such work enables us to supple- 
ment our incomes, and to add prac- 
tical experience to our university 
training. 

As an Immediate necessary meas- 
ure, I propose that a Job Placement 
Bureau be established in the en- 
gineering faculty, composed of both 
staff and student representatives, 
and which wlU attempt to find jobs 
for all engineers on an equal basis, 

3. Good Fellowship Between All 
Students, Veterans and Non-Veter- 
ans. 

I want to stress the importance 
of developing further the amicable 
relations between veteran and non- 
veteran students. The S.E.C, in 
supporting and giving continuous 
assistance to the efforts of the vet 
erans to solve the problems con 
fronting them, can be the greatest 
single cementing factor. 

4. Cooperating With Dawson. 
Both the S.E.C. and E.U.S. should 

give active assistance to the Daw 
son CoUcge Students Council to 
have the $45 fee lowered and im 
prove living conditions, study fa 
cUitics and recreation for Dawson 
Engineers. 

5. Representation to the Students 
Executive Council. 

As at present constituted, repre- 
sentation is, to give examples, as 
follows: Eng. (800 students) — 1 
rep; Thelogy (10) — 1 rep; Archi- 
tecture (40) NO rep; Music — NO 
rep. I will propose that a system 
ot proportional representation be 
adopted to ensure that all facul- 
ties arc equitably represented. 

Conclusion: For Adequate and 
Responsible R«present«llon. 

These are the things I shall try 
to accomplish. This is a practical 
program which can be attained 
with the support et all Engineering 
Students. If elected, I will regularly 
report back to you on the proceed- 
ings of the Students Executive 
CouncU at meetings ot the E.U.S. In 
this manner, responsible and ade- 
quate representation can be assur- 
ed.
